GAS STRUCK IN 

OIL DRILLING 



Found By Crew At Work In 
Buck Creek Section 



A big producing gns well was 
st ruck »t a depth of 218 feet by thc 
«■ row which is drilling for oil on thu 
Albert Schulor fhrm in the Buck 
Creek section, in the southern section 
of the county, late last week. A great 
deal of interest has been aroused in 
nil that section for the experts any 
that this is n splendid indication of 
oil close at hand. The rigging was 
moved southward BOO feet and an- 
other well has been started, the gas 
from the first well being piped and 
used for find in the drilling opera- 
tions. 

Deputy Sheriff Monroe Thomj.son 
of that section, was in town Monday, 
and told of the work which is being 
pushed rapidly by th- Daniel lioone 
Oil Company, of Pittsburg, which has 
the drilling in charge. He said that 
when the first well was drilled, a 
strata of almost solid limestone was 
struck, which made work slow until 
it was pierced. The limestone 
lo lie 18 feet in thickness.
